Article 4 re- 
lates to the suppression of evidence by 
the governor before the Frawlcy com- 
mittee, including the testimony of Dun- 
can W. Peck, superintendent of public 
works.

;han. scientific importance," Mrs. Pur- 
ngton says, "because, it touches the 
aspects of maintenance of life on land,

"The scientist, the biologist, finds it

fisheries. 


These most minute creatures live in

An ordinance providing for the placing of 


certain wires underground. 
Section I. Be it ordained by the com- 


mon council of. the city of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, that no individual, firm, com- 
pany or corporation, municipal or other- 
wise, shall place, erect, maintain or per- 
mit to remain, any wires, cables, poles or 
other appliances used for any electrical 
purpose on or above the surface m 
of the streets, alleys or public grounds 
within the live limits of the city, as de- 
fined by the ordinance or ordinances of 
said city. This shall be held to apply to 
the poles and wires used by the city in 
the transmission' of electricity for com- 
mercial light and power, but shall not 
apply to the poles and wires for arc lights 
for street lighting or the posts for orna- 
mental stneet lighting; or to trolley and 
feed wires used for street cars, o.- to the 
poles supporting the same. 
Distributing 


poles may he set on any of the streets 
alleys or public grounds within said flre 
limits whenever it is impractical to dis- 
tribute the wires in any other manner, 
after first securing a permit from the 
board of public works of said city so to do 


Section 2. Every individual, flrrn, com- 


pany or corporation now or hereafter own- 
ing or operating • any wires, cables, poles 
or other appliances used for any electrical 
purposes located on or above the surface 
of any of the streets, alleys or public 
grounds, within the fire limits of the city 
of Fort Wayne, shall remove, or •• cause to 
be removed from above the surface of said 
streets, alleys and public grounds, all such 
cables, wires, poles und appliances at the 
rate of 10,5BO feet street measurement 
for each individual, company, lirm or cor- 
poration. for each and every caleildar year 
beginning un the 1st day of January; 19H. 
This shall not be held to apply, 'however, 
to arc lights used for street lighting, or to 
the poles and wires for the same, or to 
ornamental lamp posts for street lighting, 
or to trolley and feed wires used for 
street Care, or to the poles supporting tha 
same. 


Section 3. Every such Individual, nrm, 


company or corporation shall, during the 
month of October of each year, submit a 
plan and schedule to the board of public 
.works of said city, showing the particu- 
lar territory within which the said indi- 
vidual, firm, company or corporation pur- 
poses to remove or place underground, 
during the following calendar year, its 
poles, cables, wires and appliances to tho 
extent of 10,580 feet street measurement. 
The said plan and schedule for the year 
1914, however, shall be submitted during 
January, 1914,. The board of public works 
shall have the right to change the sched- 
ules and plans submitted, or to substi- 
tute therefor other plans and scedulcs, 
designating the territory for each individ- 
ual, company, firm or corporation within 
which Its wires, cables,' poles and appli- 
ancea shall be removed or placed tinder- 
ground to the extent of 10.560 feet street 
measurement. After due consideration of 
the plans ana schedules submitted, the 
aald board of public works shall, during 
the month ol November of each year re- 
turn to "the several Individuals, firms 
companies or corporations tho plans and 
schedules with such change or substitu-

IS WASTEFUL SYSTEM 


- Washington, D. C., Oct. 16.—In the 
.belief that American methods of ship- 
ping several important stanle foods by 
.freight are decidully wasteful and that 
.'this waste in money adds materially to 
thu cost of food, several specialists of 
• the 
Department of Agriculture have 


.been 
conducting 
investigations 
into 


shipping 
conditions 
in 
the 
United 


States. As a result of these investiga- 
tions they are 
convinced that in 


several particulars the systems used 1<j- 
United States shippers are far less eco- 
nomical than those employed by fore- 
ign shippers, notably in Germany, 
'. ,Tho speciab'sts find in several'-in- 
stances that food is started on long 
ireigbt journeys in such condition that 
heavy freight charges must be paid on 
elements which have to be taken out of 
the food at the end of the trip before 
it can be used as food, One of the 


" heaviest wasted 
freight items is the 


freight paid for the transportation of 
excessive moisture in corn and in po- 
tatoes to be used for stock food or in 
the manufacture of starch, 
In Ger- 


many the culls and faulty potatoes, 
which in this country are thrown awayi 
art dried so as to remove all excess 
»-:iter and 
then shipped to various 


points for stock feed purposes. 


This practice of drying potatoes foi 


?tock feed and usts in the arts has not 
gained great headway in this country. 
As a result the culls commonly are 
tl:rown 'away and starch is made from 
potatoes only when there are excess 
crops which make them available at a 
cheap price which permits of shipment 
to the 
factories. 
Potatoes in their 


natural slate contain upward of seventy 
per cent of water, which has no special 
nutritfve 
value. 
Long shipments of 


itate are not practicable, whereas, the 
Germans who have dried out the cx- 
:essive water find it practicable to ship 
:he dried product. 


The waste water now being shipped 


in corn in the United States, according 
to the estimates of the specialists, has 
i serious bearing on' the actual cost of 
corn, and also is one explanation for the 
CTeat shortage of cars at the corn ship- 
ping seasons.?.

in shipping their corn from the produc-' 
ing sections to the market. This means 
that at a time when there is a short- 
age of cars there is the equivalent of 
over 14,556 freight ears of 60,000 pounds 
capacity loaded with water, which is 
responsible for enormous losses result- 
ing from the deterioration of shelled 
corn before it is finally consumed. 
..•Figuring a car length of forty feet, 
this means that each year a train 
5825-10 feet long, or more than 110 
miles, not counting tlie locomotives, is 
jngagcd in nothing more profitable than 
:iauling water from a "few miles up to 
a thousand miles in the case of corn 
shipped to the seaboard points from the 
:entr'al corn producing area, 
Exactly 


tiow much excess freight this represents 
cannot be accurately determined, but as 
the freight rate on corn-ris about one 
cent -per ton mile, it can be seen that 
this hauling of useless water in corn 
adds materially to the cost of the pro- 
duct before it reaches the consumer, 


A study of the average moisture con- 


tent from the receipts* of the corn for 
Baltimore, Chicago. St. Louis and New 
Orleans shows that from June to. Oc- 
tober the average moisture content of 
corn received ranges from 12.9 to 14.1 
per cent. This corn, which has been 
stored in cribs and allowed to dry out, 
ia, therefore, below the moisture content 
o*' 15.5. per cent, which the maximum 
moisture permitted by the new pro- 
posed corn grades of No. 2 corn. 


During the months of November to 


April, however, the moisture content 
raiges from 18.5 to 20.2 per cent, on an 
average for corn, BO that all corn re- 
ceived at these great corn markets dur- 
ing these six months contain an average 
of from 3" to 4.5 per cent, more water 
than is permitted for No. 2 grade corn. 
This means that in every bushel of corn 
from one and two-thrids pounds to two 


and one-half pounds of useless water 
are shipped on the railroads. 


Using the actual average of excessive 


moisture, and disregarding the special 
shipments where the moisture content 
may run as high as twenty-seven per 
cent, the specialists find that the ex- 
cessive water shipped amounts to the

bushels of corn, 


The presence of this excessive moist- 


ure in qorn not only adds to the net cost 
of the corn after it is delivered, but 
prevents the producer wfio ships the 
corn over the moisture limit from hav- 
ing his corn graded as No". 2. and conse- 
quently compels him to accept grade 
No. 3 or 
lower, with a corresponding 


reduction in price for his produce. More- 
over, corn with an excessive moisture 
content is liable to deteriorate in stor- 
age. 
Many corn dealers, therefore, on 


receipt of the corn have to dry out ex- 
cessive water, although others store the 
moist corn nnd do not dry it out until 
it shows danger of deterioration. 
They 


hope to get rid of it in its original con- 
dition without the necessity for drying 
it.
